Hie butter that milk will produce 
con-i's fr..m the htitter fat that It 
contains. Tt is therefore important 
that the milk fr.'iii each r 'W tc^t- 
well in butter fat as well as bp ab'in 
dant in quantity. 

In general no cow is paying her 
board bill whose milk tests much less 
tkaa S% of batter fat, aoithar is one 
who ghres lesa than It Iha. of oiilk 
dally. Every farmar skaold own a 
cream separator in order to get the 
amount of cream and butter fat hi-< 
row will produce nn.l t.i a«certnin 
whether his cows are yiildinp th.'
